DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. Claims 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over: 

MORAN ET AL (US 2002/0061395) in view of JAPANESE PATENT APPLICATION 
04-201335 (JP '335). 

MORAN ET AL *395 discloses a laminate comprising a first glass layer, a polyvinyl 
butyral adhesive layer, a multilayer polyester interlayer, a polyvinyl butyral adhesive layer, and a 
second glass layer, wherein the multilayer polyester interlayer con^rises two or three polyester 
layers (e.g., PET) adhesively bonded together by intervening polyvinyl butyral adhesive layers, 
wherein the polyvinyl butyral layers optionally contain colorants, (paragraph 0010; 0019; 0024; 
0026-0028; 0031-0032). However, the reference fails to expHcitly disclose the recited pattemed 
films. 

JP '335 discloses that it is well known in the art to adhesively bond two or more Ught 
transmissive pattemed or printed film layers together in order to obtain attractive decorative 
patterns for windows and glazing articles. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made would have applied patterns to the two or more polyester fibn layers in MORAN ET 
AL '395 in order to obtain intrusion resistant laminates with desirable decorative and visual 
features. One of ordinary skill in the art would have selected the match (or lack thereof and the 
alignment (or lack thereof of the patterns on the various film layers depending on the specific 
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visual effect and ultimate design desired. It would have been obvious to use conventional image 
printing materials such as pigments to form the pattem(s) on the films.
